We were informed by the revered Imam, the scholar, the trustworthy, and 
just authority, the foremost of the hadith masters, Abu al-Qasim Ali ibn al- 
Hasan ibn Hibat Allah ibn Abd Allah al-Shafi'i al-Dimashgi (i.e. Imam Ibn 
Al-Asakir). He informed us that the esteemed Sheikh, the literary master, 
Abu Abd Allah al-Husayn ibn Abd al-Malik ibn al-Husayn al-Khallal al- 
Asbahani (may Allah strengthen him), narrated to him. This took place in 
Isfahan, in the month of Safar, in the year 532 AH, and he affirmed it. 


Abu Abd Allah informed us that Abu al-Qasim Ibrahim ibn Mansur ibn 
Ibrahim Sabt Bahruwayh narrated to him. This was during a public reading 
in which I was present, in the month of Jumada al-Ula, in the year 451 AH. 
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He, in turn, narrated from Abu Bakr Muhammad ibn Ibrahim ibn Ali ibn 
Asim ibn al-Muqri, who narrated from Abu Sa'id al-Mufaddal ibn 
Muhammad ibn Ibrahim al-Jundi (may Allah have mercy on him). He said:

Commentary from the translator: 


The following is an explanation of some important points from the 
above narration: 


Medina as a Sacred Sanctuary: 


Allah made every prophet's city a sanctuary, and made Medina a 
sanctuary through the prayer of His servant and messenger 


Muhammad £, just as He made Mecca a sanctuary through the prayer 
of His friend Ibrahim l «c, 


The Prophet & is reported to have said:

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"Every prophet has a sanctuary, and my sanctuary is Medina. O Allah, I make 
it sacred by Your sanctity, that no one should bring innovation within it, or 
destroy its trees, or take its produce except for the one seeking it for food." 


Meaning of barakah in Mudd and Sa: 


Imam Ibn Abd Al-Barr stated in Al-Istidhkar: "The Prophet's & 
supplication for blessings for the people of Madinah in their measures — 
the Sa’ and Mudd — means blessings for all that is measured in these 
units, for this is eloquent Arabic expression. If the blessing was only for 
the measure itself, it would bring no real benefit... The Prophet's € prayer 
for the people of Madinah is entirely answered, in sha Allah. The blessing 
of this supplication, as in his saying, 'O Allah, bless us,' encompasses all 
living generations born during his time and all who believe in him and 
follow him among the residents of Madinah, in sha Allah." 


Meaning of Plague going to Khumm 


In the narration above, the Prophet € is reported to have prayed for 


plague in Madinah to be expelled to Khumm. Some other traditions 
report the fever of Madinah to be expelled to Juhfa. Al-Juhfah is a 
location between Makkah and Madinah, 22 kilometers southeast of 


Rabigh. There are various explanations of this dua: 


- According to one opinion, this area was inhabited by Jews at that 
time. As it is well-known, the Jews of Madinah were staunch in 
opposition of the Muslims. This illustrates the permissibility of 
praying against disbelieving enemies with diseases and afflictions, 
while praying for the well-being and blessings of Muslims. 

The area of Juhfa is a desolate area and no one resides there. That 
could have been the reason for the fever or plague to be expelled to 


that point. 
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- According to another explanation, the Prophet € saw the fever of 


Madinah departing in the shape of a human to Juhfa and hence this 
narration. It could mean that it went to any point beyond Juhfa and 
not just Juhfa (as that person was seen travelling till Juhfa).

Commentary from the translator: 


Scholars have provided various explanations for the statement "Uhud 
loves us, and we love it": 


1. Referring to the People of Uhud: Some scholars interpret the 
phrase as referring to "the people of Uhud," specifically the Ansar 
(residents of Madinah) who lived near the mountain. 


2. A Figurative Expression: Another view sees this love as figurative, 
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symbolizing the joy and affection one feels upon returning home 
and being reunited with loved ones. 


. Literal Love: The mutual love between the Prophet € and Mount 
Uhud is taken literally, as Uhud is described in a hadith as "one of 
the mountains of Paradise." This is supported by the narration of 
Abu 'Abs ibn Jabr, where the Prophet & said, "Mount Uhud loves 
us, and we love it, and it is one of the mountains of Paradise" 
(Ahmad). 


It is also possible for inanimate objects, like a mountain, to express love. 
Just as some objects perform tasbih (glorification of Allah), the Prophet 
* addressed Uhud as if it had consciousness. When the mountain 
trembled, he said, "Be still, Uhud," demonstrating this interaction. 


Suhayli adds a deeper linguistic perspective, noting the Prophet #’s 
appreciation for auspicious signs and good names. The name "Uhud" is 
derived from "Ahadiyyah" (Oneness), symbolizing divine unity. The 
name’s phonetics also suggest elevation, reflecting the exaltation of 
Allah’s religion. These symbolic connections may have deepened the 
Prophet's & love for the mountain. 


This unique bond between the Prophet # and Uhud distinguishes it 
from other mountains, showing its special place in his heart. Allah 
knows best. 


Another virtue of Uhud: 


Ibn Shabbah mentioned that Moses and Aaron, peace be upon them, 


passed by Mount Uhud during their pilgrimage. They climbed it to see 


the migration site of the last Prophet. Aaron was ill and passed away 
there; he was buried in a valley of Mount Uhud known as the Valley 
(She’b) of Aaron, as also mentioned in Wafa al-Wafa.

Commentary from the translator: 


At this point, we would like to elaborate on the following part of the 
hadith: “When you come to it, eat from its trees, even from its thorny 
shrubs.” 


There are several interpretations of this: 


1. One of the relevant narrations states, 


“Tf you come to it, eat from its fruits, even from its thorny shrubs”. 


This suggests that the hadith refers specifically to consuming the 
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fruits of the trees on Mount Uhud, and not other parts such as the 
leaves. 


. Barakah (Blessing) Interpretation: Another interpretation is that 
eating from the trees of Uhud is done to seek barakah, as the 
mountain is on one of the gates to Jannah. Scholars have explained 
that the hadith encourages not to neglect eating from the 
vegetation of Uhud, even if only thorny shrubs are available, 
which are typically inedible. The intention here is not 
nourishment but to seek blessings (tabarruk), even if one simply 
chews on it without swallowing. 


It is reported from Zaynab bint Nabit, the wife of Anas ibn Malik 
(RA), that she would send her maidservants to gather plants from 
Uhud, saying: "Go to Uhud and bring me its plants. Even if you 


find nothing but thorny ones ('adhah), bring them to me." Zaynab 
explained that Anas ibn Malik (RA) had heard the Messenger of 
Allah & say, "This mountain loves us, and we love it." Zaynab 


would then distribute a little of the plants to her maidservants to 


chew, as a means of seeking blessings from the mountain.

Commentary from the translator: 


In relation to the last part of the hadith which says, "Medina is better than 
Mecca", there are a few important points to note: 


Ijma about the sanctity of Makkah and Madinah: 


The jurists unanimously agree that Makkah and Madinah are the most 
virtuous places on Earth. 


Difference of opinion between whether Makkah is more virtuous or 
Madinah: 


The scholars differed on which of the two blessed cities is superior. 
Scholars who consider Makkah superior to Madinah: 


According to the majority of jurists, including the Hanafis, Shafi'is, and 
Hanbalis, as well as one opinion among the Malikis, Makkah AI- 
Mukarramah is superior to Madinah Al-Munawwarah. 


Scholars who consider Makkah superior to Madinah present several 
reasons for their view. Makkah holds a unique status as the site of the 
obligatory acts of Hajj and Umrah, which are not required in Madinah. 
The Prophet # lived in Makkah for 13 years after receiving 
prophethood, which is longer than the 10 years he spent in Madinah. 
While Madinah is honored by the presence of many righteous 
individuals, Makkah surpasses it as numerous prophets, messengers, 
and pious people have visited it. Additionally, specific acts of worship, 
such as kissing and touching the Yemeni Corner and the Black Stone, 
are unique to Makkah and have no equivalent in Madinah. Muslims 


worldwide are obligated to face the Ka'bah in Makkah during prayer, a 
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distinction not granted to Madinah. Allah declared Makkah a sacred 
territory from the creation of the heavens and the earth, a sanctity that 
was only briefly lifted for the Prophet € during the conquest of Makkah. 
The Qur'an extols Makkah uniquely, describing the Ka'bah as "the first 
house established for mankind, blessed and a guidance for the worlds" 
(Surah Al-Imran: 96), an honor not explicitly given to Madinah. 
Furthermore, a single prayer in the Haram of Makkah equals the reward 
of 100,000 prayers, far exceeding the reward for praying in the Prophet's 
Mosque in Madinah or any other mosque. Another strong evidence 
supporting the virtue of Makkah over Madinah is the hadith below 
(hasan):

Narrated 'Abdullah bin 'Adi bin Hamra [Az-Zuhri]: "I saw the 
Messenger of Allah (#) standing at Al-Hazwarah, and he said: "By 
Allah! You are the best of Allah's earth, and the most beloved of Allah's 
earth to Allah, and if it were not that I was expelled from you I would 
not have left." 


These virtues collectively highlight why the majority of scholars regard 
Makkah as superior to Madinah. 


Scholars who consider Madinah to be superior: 


The Maliki school, according to its predominant opinion, holds that 
Madinah is superior to Makkah. Al-Hattab stated: "The view that 
Madinah is superior to Makkah is the opinion of most scholars of 
Madinah." 


Al-Dusudi stated: "Madinah is superior, as narrated by al-Tabaràni and 
al-Daraqutni on the authority of Rafi’ ibn Khadij: 'Madinah is better 
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than Makkah,' as cited in al-Jami' al-Saghir." 


It is to be noted that despite its occurrence in various books of hadith, 


this wording is considered as Daif by hadith scholars. 


Scholars who consider the blessed grave of the Prophet to be superior 
than Kaaba: 


Imam Ibn Taymiyyah did not agree with this opinion. However, 


numerous esteemed Imams of the past upheld the view that the blessed 


grave of the Prophet & is superior to the Kaaba. The determination of 


which opinion is ultimately correct is best left to Allah. 


Here are some of the opinions that support the view of the Prophet's € 


grave being the most virtuous place on Earth: 


Qadi lyad R.A. said in Al-Shifa Bi-Ta'rif Huquq Al-Mustafa (2/91, 
Dar Al-Kutub Al-Ilmiyyah): "There is no disagreement that the site 
of his grave is the most virtuous spot on earth. Sheikh Al-Khafaji 
commented: "Rather, it is even better than the heavens, the Throne, 
and the Kaaba, as transmitted by As-Subki." (Naseem Ar-Riyadh, 
Vol. 3, p. 531). 

Imam Al-Haskafi in Ad-Durr Al-Mukhtar: "The Kaaba is better 
than Madinah according to the preferred opinion, except for the 
area that contains the blessed body of the Prophet €, which is 
superior to all, including the Kaaba, the Throne, and the Chair." 
(Ad-Durr Al-Mukhtar, Vol. 2, p. 689). 

Sheikh Muhammad Ali Alish Al-Maliki in Minah Al-Jaleel: "The 
difference in opinion pertains to places other than the site of the 


blessed grave, which is superior to the Kaaba, the heavens, the 
Throne, the Chair, the Preserved Tablet, and the Pen." (Minah AI- 
Jaleel, Vol. 5, p. 481). 

Imam As-Sakhawi in At-Tuhfa Al-Lateefa: "There is consensus on 
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the superiority of the spot containing him #, even over the Kaaba, 


which is superior to the rest of Madinah. It is also superior to the 
Throne, as explicitly mentioned by Ibn Aqeel." (At-Tuhfa Al- 
Lateefa, p. 12). 

Mulla Ali Al-Qari in Al-Maslik Al-Mutasitt: "The difference in 
opinion concerns places other than the blessed grave, which is 
unanimously agreed to be superior to all lands, including the 
Kaaba and the Throne." (Al-Maslik Al-Mutasitt, pp. 351-352). 
Imam Ibn Hajar Al-Haytami in Tuhfa Al-Muhtaj: "The site 
containing his € blessed body is superior to the Throne and all 
creation by consensus." (Tuhfa Al-Muhtaj, Vol. 5, p. 167). 

Imam Al-Buhuti in Sharh Muntaha Al-Iradat: "The site of his & 
grave is superior to the heavens, the Throne, and Paradise, due to 
the blessed body it contains." (Sharh Muntaha Al-Iradat, Vol. 2, p. 
525). 

Imam An-Nawawi commenting on a hadith in Sahih Muslim: "This 
hadith is evidence for the superiority of the Prophet & over all 
creation, for the position of Ahl As-Sunnah is that humans are 
superior to angels, and he € is the best of humanity and all 
creation." 


When visiting the blessed grave of the Prophet #, one should remain 
mindful of the virtues of who they are going to present themselves to, 
approaching with the deepest humility, profound love, and utmost 
reverence.

Protection from Plague and Dajjal 


Commentary from the translator: 


Among the well-known virtues and esteemed merits of Medina is its 
divine protection and safeguarding. Neither the terror of the Dajjal nor 
his panic will ever penetrate its sacred boundaries. 


He will never set foot within its limits, as he is forbidden from entering 
its gates or crossing its thresholds. Though he may wish to enter, he will 
be unable to do so. The angels stand guard at its entrances, gates, roads, 
and borders, armed with drawn swords, protecting and defending the 


city. 


When the Dajjal emerges, Medina will tremble three times, causing 


every hypocrite— male and female—every disbeliever — male and 
female—and every polytheist—male and female—to leave. The 
Messenger of Allah & spoke the truth when he informed us that the 
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Hour will not come until Medina expels its evil inhabitants, just as a 


furnace expels the impurities of iron.

Commentary from the translator: 


Madinah is a blessed land that Allah has purified from impurities, 
choosing it as the place of migration for the Prophet &, the cradle of his 
mission, and the foundation of his state. 


In this hadith, the Prophet & highlights some of the unique virtues of 
Madinah. He mentions that faith will cling to Madinah just as a snake 
clings to its hole. This suggests that, just as the early believers gathered 
in Madinah, the land of the first migration, it continues to serve as a 
sanctuary for the faithful. Whenever their religion is threatened or they 
face hardship, they will return to it. Faith will continue to spread from 
Madinah, just as it first emerged from there. This analogy of the snake 
returning to its hole when threatened reflects how Madinah remains a 
place of refuge. 


A similar statement from the Prophet & is found in Sahih Muslim in the 
hadith of Ibn Umar (RA), where he says: "Islam began as something 
strange, and it will return to being strange, just as it began. It clings 


between the two mosques just as a snake clings to its hole." The two 


mosques refer to the Haram Mosque in Makkah and the Prophet's 
Mosque in Madinah. Islam initially appeared in a time of ignorance, 
rejecting the customs of the pre-Islamic era, making it strange to people. 
As Islam spreads, it will eventually return to a state of strangeness, just 
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as it began. This indicates that, in times of trials, believers will seek 
refuge in Makkah and Madinah to safeguard their faith, especially 


when Islam is no longer widespread. 


Some scholars interpret this as a timeless principle: In the time of the 
Prophet &, it was for learning from him; in the time of the Companions, 
the Tabi'in, and their followers, it was for following their guidance; and 
for those who came after, it remains a place for prayer in the Prophet's 
noble mosque.

The Prophet # informed that Allah had commanded him to migrate 
from Makkah to a village that "eats up other villages" (sso). This phrase 


symbolizes dominance, as the eater overpowers the eaten. Some of its 
possible meanings could include: 


- From this city, armies would be dispatched, overcoming enemies, 
spreading Allah's religion, and conquering lands. 
Alternatively, it could mean that the livelihood of its people comes 
from the spoils of war brought back from other villages; 
Or that Islam began in this city and would then dominate all other 
lands and kingdoms. 


The Prophet € mentioned that some people refer to it as "Yathrib," a 
name he disliked. He preferred the name "Madinah" and also referred 
to it as "Tayyibah" or "Taybah" as narrated in authentic traditions by 
Zayd ibn Thabit ++ à! 5, and "Tabah," as reported in Sahihayn by Abu 
Humaid R.A. The dislike for the name "Yathrib" arises from its 
association with reprimand and punishment or corruption, as it was a 
pre-Islamic name. The Prophet € was known to change undesirable 
names to more favorable ones. 


The statement "It is Madinah" signifies its unique completeness, 
deserving to be the place of residence. This phrasing underscores its 
exalted status. The Qur'anic reference to it as "Yathrib" is merely a 
quotation of the hypocrites' speech. 


The Prophet & also stated that Madinah expels its wicked inhabitants. 
Only the righteous and sincere believers can bear to live there, as the 
city purges itself of those with deceitful and corrupt hearts, just as fire 
separates impurities from iron. 


Some scholars suggest this purification referred to hypocrites during 
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the Prophet's time, while others interpret it as an event to occur when 
the Antichrist (Dajjal) appears, as mentioned in Sahih Muslim: "The 


Hour will not come until Madinah expels its wicked inhabitants, just as 


the bellows expel the impurities of iron."

Commentary from the translator:

Commentary from the translator: 


This hadith narrates an incident where Yuhannas, the freed slave of 
either Az-Zubair or Mus'ab ibn Az-Zubair, was sitting with Abdullah 
ibn Umar (may Allah be pleased with them). A freed slave woman of 
his came to bid farewell, intending to leave Madinah. This occurred 
during a time of strife among the Muslims, likely during the Fitnah of 
Al-Harrah in the era of Yazid ibn Mu'awiyah. She said, "I wish to leave 
Madinah, O Abu Abdul-Rahman,” referring to Abdullah ibn Umar by 
his kunya, and explained her reason, "Times have become hard upon 
us." She referred to the severity of the situation and the hardships, 
including famine, resulting from the turmoil. 


Ibn Umar R.A. disapproved of her decision to leave and encouraged her 
to remain in Madinah because of its virtues. He said to her, "Stay, Lakaa 


(¢&)’.” The term Lakaa' can mean someone who is ignorant or displays 


a childish behaviour. Ibn Umar likely used the term here in a casual or 
lighthearted manner to express disapproval of her intention to leave, 
emphasizing that it is inappropriate to leave Madinah due to hardship 
or difficulty. 


He then explained the reason for his insistence, recounting that he heard 
the Messenger of Allah (peace and blessings be upon him) say: "No one 
endures its hardships (referring to Madinah) without me being a 
witness or an intercessor for them on the Day of Judgment." 


Hardship in this context can encompass various meanings. The 
statement underscores the Prophet's intercession and testimony for the 
people of Madinah, which may be understood in several ways: as 


testimony for some and intercession for others, for both the obedient 
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and disobedient, or for those who passed during his lifetime as well as 


those who came after him. Alternatively, the term or in the hadith could 


signify "and", indicating both testimony and intercession. 


This hadith emphasizes the virtue of living in Madinah, highlights the 
merit of patience in enduring its difficulties, and underscores the special 
favor of the Prophet (peace and blessings be upon him) upon the people 
of Madinah.

What we need today are those women who can contribute again to the 
rebuilding of our Ummah.

B. An opportunity for those who missed many prayers in their life in 
the past: 


The virtue of praying in the Prophet’s Mosque is immense, as the 
Prophet said: “A prayer in my mosque is better than a thousand 
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prayers elsewhere, except for the Sacred Mosque." For those who have 
missed many prayers in their lifetime, this hadith offers a profound 
opportunity. For instance, if someone missed Fajr prayer for 20 years, 


they would have missed 7,300 prayers. By praying just 8 sets of 2 rak’ahs 


in the Prophet's Mosque, the reward would equate to offering 8,000 sets 
of 2 rak'ahs. While nothing can fully recompense missed obligatory 
prayers, this virtue serves as a means to seek forgiveness and make 
one's scales heavy with good deeds.

Commentary from the translator: 


The word oil appear in the following ayah from Surah Tauba: 


Do not "O Prophet" ever pray in it (i.e. the masjid made by the Munafigoon). 
Certainly, a mosque founded on righteousness from the first day is more worthy 
of your prayers. In it are men who love to be purified. And Allah loves those 
who purify themselves. 


Background of the ayah: 


The “Masjid” in which the Prophet # was prohibited to pray in was built 
by the followers of Abu Amir who belonged to the clan of Aus of AI- 
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Madinah. He had become Christian monk during the period of 
ignorance before the migration of the Prophet (peace be upon him) to 
Madinah and was well known as a scholar of the Scriptures and was 
held in great reverence as a pious monk. But his scholarship and 
asceticism, instead of leading him to the truth, became hindrance in the 
way. That was why he not only rejected Islam but also became a bitter 
enemy of the Prophet (peace be upon him) and his mission, for he took 
the Prophet (peace be upon him) for a rival in the holy business of 
priesthood. At first he ignored the Prophet (peace be upon him) and his 
mission in the hope that the power of the Quraish would suffice to crush 
him and his mission. But when the Quraish suffered an utter defeat in 
the battle of Badr, he could no longer ignore it, so he started a vigorous 
vicious campaign against the Islamic movement. Accordingly, he left 
Al-Madinah and visited different clans, in order to incite them against 
Islam, and was one of those who brought about the battle of Uhd. It is 
said that he had gotten some pits dug in the battle field of Uhd, and that 
the Prophet (peace be upon him) fell into one of these and received 
injuries. Then he played an important role in organizing the armies 
which came to invade Al-Madinah in the battle of Al-Ahzab. Likewise 
this Christian monk took a very active part in giving support to the 
mushriks against Islam in all the subsequent battles up to the battle of 
Hunain. At last, when he realized that no power in Arabia could 
withstand the onslaught of Islam, he left Arabia and went to the Roman 
Caesar in order to warn him of the rising danger from AI-Madinah. It 


was because of his efforts that the Caesar began to make preparations 


for invading Arabia, to counteract which the Prophet (peace be upon 
him) went forth on the expedition to Tabuk. 


The Masjid that was found upon misguidance and evil: 


Now let us consider the background of the building of the mosque that 
was built to harm the righteous mission. 
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A section of the hypocrites of Al-Madinah collaborated wholeheartedly 
with Abu Amir in all the above mentioned hostile activities against 
Islam. They also fully agreed with him that he should use his spiritual 
influence to obtain military help from the Roman Caesar and the 
Christian states of northern Arabia. Accordingly, when he was 
preparing to go to the Roman Caesar to urge him to invade Arabia, they 
devised a plan of making a mosque of their own to serve as a safe 
meeting place for organizing themselves into a separate party because 
none would suspect that they were carrying on evil activities under the 
garb of religion. Moreover, this mosque would serve as an ambush for 
the agents of Abu Amir who could stay in it as travelers and mendicants 
without raising any suspicion that they were spies of the enemy. 


As there were already two mosques in Al-Madinah, one at Quba and 
the other Masjid-i-Nabavi in the city. Obviously there was no need for 
a third one. The hypocrites themselves understood this: therefore they 
began to invent reasons to show that there was really a need for a third 
mosque. Accordingly, they went to the Prophet (peace be upon him) 
and said, "We need another mosque because it is very difficult for the 
people of this area, especially the old, the sick and the disabled, to offer 
the five prescribed prayers in either of the two mosques, during the 
winter season and the rainfall. Therefore we intend to build a new 
mosque only for the convenience of those who live at a distance from 
the two mosques but are desirous of saying their prayers in 
congregation. 


With such professedly pure motives, these mischief makers built the 


mosque and then went to the Prophet (peace be upon him) with the 
request to stand in this new mosque and lead the congregation in one 
of the prescribed prayers so as to perform its opening ceremony. But the 
Prophet (peace be upon him) postponed the matter, saying, "At this 


time I am wholly engaged in making preparations for the expedition to 
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Tabuk. I shall consider the matter on my return home.” After this he 
went forth to Tabuk, and they started their nefarious activities. They 
went on organizing themselves and conspiring against Islam in the 
mosque and decided to crown Abdullah bin Ubayy as their king, as 
soon as the Muslims would meet with reverses and be utterly crushed 
down by the Romans, as they had expected. But their expectations were 
all frustrated by what happened at Tabuk. Then on the revelation of 
these verses during the return journey at a place, Zi-Avan, near Al- 
Madinah, the Prophet (peace be upon him) dispatched some men to 
demolish the mosque before his entry into the city. 


The Masjid that was found upon Taqwa: 


As evident from the above explanation, this masjid (Masjid Al-Dirar) 


was constructed in opposition to the two sacred mosques of Madinah: 
Masjid Quba and Al-Masjid An-Nabawi & Scholars, therefore, reasonably 
conclude that the phrase “the mosque that was built on piety” applies to 
both these masajid. There are narrations supporting the interpretation 
that it refers to Masjid Quba, as well as those indicating that it refers to 
Al-Masjid An-Nabawi as demonstrated by the hadiths presented in this 
section. 


The reality is that both masajid were indeed established on piety (taqwa). 
It appears that the Prophet & highlighted Al-Masjid An-Nabawi as being 
built on faqwa to affirm that it shares, if not surpasses, this virtue with 
Masjid Quba. And Allah knows best.

1 Al-'Arish: A structure providing shade, built from palm fronds, resembling a hut where people stay 
temporarily until the date harvest is complete. It is referenced in the phrase "Arish like the Arish of Musa" 
in the hadith about the mosque of the Messenger of Allah (peace and blessings be upon him) when it was 
shaded. Al-'Arish can also refer to a tent made of wood and twigs. 
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The reference to "Masjid Shaam" (the mosque of Shaam) in this 
narration likely alludes to the architectural style or construction 
methods of places of worship in the region of Shaam (Greater Syria), 
which historically encompassed modern-day Syria, Palestine, Jordan, 
and Lebanon. 


During the time of the Prophet €, Shaam was renowned for its relatively 
advanced construction techniques, characterized by the use of durable 
materials like stone, intricate designs, and sophisticated architectural 
features such as stone masonry, columns, and arches. Notable examples 
from the region include: 


e The Temple of Jupiter in Damascus, a monumental structure 
reflecting Roman engineering. 


e The Church of Saint Simeon Stylites near Aleppo, known for its 
unique and elaborate design. 


When Abdullah ibn Rawahah suggested constructing the mosque in the 
style of the mosques in Shaam, he was likely referring to: 


1. Stone or Durable Construction: Using solid and enduring 
materials like stone for the mosque's walls and structure. 


. Elaborate Design: Drawing inspiration from the ornate and 
impressive style of Shaam’s religious buildings, which contrasted 
with the simpler construction in Medina, primarily made of mud 
bricks, palm trunks, and fronds. 


However, the Prophet #’s response— emphasizing simplicity with 
"wood, twigs, and a shelter like that of Musa" —underscored the 
transient nature of worldly life and the urgency of his mission. This 


reply highlighted the spiritual purpose of the mosque over its physical 


aesthetics, directing attention to the function of the mosque as a center 
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of worship and community rather than an architectural marvel. 


Additionally, the Prophet &'s response serves as a timeless reminder 
that Muslims must prioritize their ultimate goals, such as the 
propagation of Islam and spiritual devotion, over superficial pursuits. 
It teaches the importance of maintaining clarity and focus on 


meaningful objectives, ensuring that material embellishments do not 


distract from the essence of worship and the broader mission of the 
deen.

"Umar (may Allah be pleased with him) particularly cared for the 


Prophets Mosque and other mosques in general by implementing 


several additions and improvements, such as: 


Building a courtyard for the mosque, referred to as "Al-Batha." 
This was intended to preserve the sanctity and cleanliness of the 
mosque, where poetry could be recited, and pilgrims could rest. 


Lighting the mosques with lanterns, as they were previously lit 
during the Prophet's time by burning wood or palm fronds. 


Paving the mosque floor with gravel from Al-'Aqiq valley: 
During the Prophet's time, the mosque floor was unpaved, and 
people prayed on its bare surface, even when rainwater mixed with 
mud. 


Umar ibn Al-Khattab (may Allah be pleased with him) ordered the 
mosque floor to be covered with gravel from Al- Aqiq Valley to 
improve its condition. 


This involved covering the ground with a layer of gravel or stones, 


making it more suitable for use, particularly in terms of cleanliness 
and comfort. This replaced the bare, dusty, or muddy ground with 
a cleaner and more stable surface for prayer. 


Perfuming the mosque and using incense every Friday: While the 
Prophet (peace and blessings be upon him) had ordered the 
construction of mosques in neighborhoods and encouraged 
perfuming them, “Umar set specific times for this, such as on 
Fridays.

After the sale, the man 
said to Sulayman, ‘Which is 
better, what you have given 
me or the land?’ Sulayman 
replied, ‘What I have taken 
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from you is better. The man 
said, ‘I will not approve this.’ 
Thus, they nullified the sale. 


Sulayman purchased the land 
a second time, and the same 
exchange occurred. The man 
nullified the sale again. 
Sulayman bought it a third 
time, and the same 
conversation followed. 
Finally, Sulayman said to the 
man, “Set any condition you 
wish for me, but do not ask for 
anything beyond it.’ The man 
demanded twelve thousand 
qintars of gold. Sulayman 
considered this amount 
enormous and was 
astonished. 


Then Allah revealed to him: 
‘If you are giving him from 
your own wealth, then it is up 
to you.

Commentary from the translator: 


Why did Al-Abbas (may Allah be pleased with him) initially refuse to 
give his property for the sake of Allah and later choose to donate it after 


arbitration and a decision in his favour? The wisdom behind his actions 


can be understood from several perspectives: 


Recognition of the Value of Property Adjacent to Masajid: AI- 
Abbas's stance demonstrated that properties near masajid hold far 
greater value than general properties in other areas. Their 
significance lies in their potential to become houses of Allah, 
serving as spaces of worship and immense spiritual benefit for the 
community. Consequently, when masajid seek to purchase such 
properties, their high prices should not deter the effort, provided 
the community can afford them, as the benefits derived from their 
acquisition far outweigh the costs. And Allah knows best. 


Emphasis on Ownership Rights: By asserting his rights as the 
property owner, Al-Abbas underscored the importance of 


individual autonomy in Islam. It was his decision whether to sell 


or retain his property, highlighting that even for noble causes, 
coercion cannot be practiced. 


Teaching the Superior Reward of Waqf (Endowment): Al- 
Abbas's eventual donation of the property as an endowment 
showcased the immense reward and spiritual significance of 
dedicating something for Allah's cause. His initial refusal to sell 


prevented any perception of coercion. By waiting until the 
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arbitration affirmed his ownership rights, his act of donation 


became a clear, voluntary expression of selflessness. This also 


taught others that the reward of serving the deen surpasses even 
the opportunity to gain substantial wealth. 


Through his actions, Al-Abbas set an example of balancing personal 
rights with public benefit while demonstrating the virtue of selflessness 
when serving the deen of Allah.

There are weakness highlighted by scholars in the chain of the above 
narration with views ranging from Daif to Mawdoo (fabricated). 


However, there are other narrations of similar meaning too; some of 


those are considered as reliable by scholars such as Imam As-Subki. 
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Consensus of Scholars on the Recommendation of Visiting the 
Prophet's Grave 


The well-grounded scholars of the Muslim Ummah and the leading 
Imams have unanimously agreed that visiting the Prophet's € grave is 
a recommended and desirable act. 


e Ibn Battal, in his commentary on Sahih Al-Bukhari, stated: 
“The Ummah unanimously agrees on the recommendation of 
visiting the grave of the Messenger of Allah €, as well as the graves 
of Abu Bakr and Umar. Consensus does not occur on error." 
Ibn Hubayrah, in his book “The Agreement of the Imams,’ narrated 
that Malik, Al-Shafi'i, Abu Hanifa, and Ahmad ibn Hanbal (may 
Allah have mercy on them all) agreed on the recommendation of 
visiting the Prophet's € grave. 


Statements of Scholars from the Four Schools of Thought: 
1. Hanafi School: 


Ibn Al-Humam: "Our scholars have said that visiting the grave 
of the Prophet # is among the most commendable 
recommended acts.” (Fath Al-Qadir, 3/179). 


Ibn Abidin Al-Shami: "Visiting the grave of the Prophet & is 
recommended and, some say, obligatory for those who can 
afford it." (Radd Al-Muhtar, 2/126). 


2. Hanbali School: 


o Ibn Qudamah: "It is recommended to visit the grave of the 
Prophet &, as Al-Daraqutni narrated with his chain from Ibn 
Umar: ‘The Messenger of Allah & said: Whoever performs 


Hajj and then visits my grave after my death, it is as if he 
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visited me during my life." Ibn Qudamah also cited the 
famous story of the Bedouin who came to the grave of the 
Prophet &. (Al-Mughni, 3/588). 


Al-Buhuti: In  Kashaf  Al-Qina',, Al-Buhuti stated: 
“Al-Dhahabi said: Whoever stands humbly before the sacred 
chamber of the Prophet €, praying, greeting, and showing 
reverence, has perfected the visit, exhibited proper humility 
and love, and performed an act of worship beyond what is 
achieved by merely sending blessings upon him from afar." 
(Siyar A'lam Al-Nubala, 4/484). 


3. Shafi'i School: 


o Imam Al-Nawawi: "It is highly recommended for every 
pilgrim to visit the grave of the Prophet €, whether it is on 
their way or not, as this is among the greatest acts of 
devotion, the most successful endeavors, and the most 
virtuous requests." Al-Qastallani echoed this sentiment in 
Al-Mawahib Al-Ladunniyah. 


4. Maliki School: 


o Sheikh Khalil affirmed the recommendation of visiting the 
Prophet's & grave. 


Refutation of the Argument Against Visiting the Prophet's Grave: 


Some have attempted to use the hadith “Do not set out on a journey 
except to three mosques" to argue against visiting the Prophet's € grave. 
However, many scholars have refuted this claim, including Al-Hafidh 
Ibn Hajar in Fath Al-Bari. He provided a thorough analysis and 


concluded: "This invalidates the claim of those who prohibit traveling 
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to visit the noble grave." (Fath Al-Bari, 3/33). 


This consensus of scholars across the four schools of thought 


emphasizes that visiting the grave of the Prophet € is not only 


permissible but is a highly recommended act of devotion and reverence.

Allah Almighty has favored certain places on earth over others, and 
among these distinguished places is the Noble Rawdah (Al-Rawdah AI- 
Sharifah). 


In this hadith, the Prophet & highlights the honor of this blessed spot 
located between his house, where he is buried, and his pulpit in his 
mosque. He describes it as "a garden from the gardens of Paradise." 


Meaning of the term Rawdah: 


The term rawdah refers to any land filled with greenery, water, beauty, 
and freshness. 


Metaphorical interpretation of Riyad ul Jannah: 


This description symbolizes the descent of mercy and the attainment of 
happiness, especially through the gatherings of remembrance (dhikr) 
and prayer that occur in this spot, particularly during the time of the 
Prophet &. The comparison here may be metaphorical, signifying the 
spiritual rewards and blessings of the place, akin to the gardens of 
Paradise. 


Literal interpretation of Riyad ul Jannah: 


Alternatively, the meaning could be literal: that this very location is 
truly a part of Paradise and will be transported there on the Day of 
Judgment, similar to the Black Stone (Al-Hajar Al-Aswad). This 
interpretation is supported by other ahadith, where the Prophet & says, 
" And my pulpit is on my basin (Hawd)," indicating that his noble pulpit 
will be positioned over the Hawd (the Prophetic Basin) that Allah will 
honor him with on the Day of Judgment. It may also mean that he will 


have a pulpit at his basin, calling people to it. 
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Interpretation of 'the supports of the minber firmly rooted in paradise": 


One of the metaphorical interpretations of the Prophet's pulpit being 
firmly rooted in Paradise is that the teachings delivered from that 


pulpit—the ahadith of the Prophet &-serve as a clear pathway to 


attaining Paradise. This aligns with the narration stating that the 
Prophet's € pulpit is on one of the pathways to Jannah. Whoever 
adheres firmly to the Sunnah of the Prophet € is undoubtedly on the 
path to Paradise. 


The same principle applies to Madinah. Loving this blessed city, being 
attached to it, and following the immense goodness and guidance that 
emanated from it is akin to traversing a pathway to Jannah. Both the 
pulpit and the city symbolize the essence of following the Prophet € and 
the beautiful teachings of Islam, which lead directly to eternal success.

At this point, it is essential to clarify why the Prophet € prayed on the 
pulpit. Before the pulpit was introduced, there was a tree trunk in the 
mosque, and the Prophet € would stand beside it to deliver the 
Khutbah. Sahl (may Allah be pleased with him) narrated in the 
aforementioned hadith that when the pulpit was constructed and 
placed, the Prophet & ascended it, led the prayer from it, and the people 
prayed behind him, following his movements. 


When it was time to prostrate, the Prophet € stepped backward, 
descending to the ground, so he could perform the prostration there. 


The reason for stepping backward was to avoid turning his back to the 


giblah. After completing the prostration, he returned to the pulpit to 
finish the prayer. 


In another narration found in both Sahih Bukhari and Sahih Muslim, the 
Prophet # explained the purpose of this action: "I did this so you could 
follow me and learn my prayer." 


This highlights that the Prophet € prayed on the pulpit to provide a 
clear demonstration of the correct method of prayer, including its 
movements and transitions, so that the congregation could observe and 
learn directly from him.

The following are some important details about Masjid Al-Quba: 
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First Mosque Built by the Prophet # and the companions: 


Although the Kaaba in Makkah is the first house established for 
worship, Masjid Quba was the first mosque built by the Prophet 
Muhammad & and his companions upon his migration to Madinah. 


Naming: 


The name "Quba" originates from a well in the area, which was the 
settlement of the Banu Amr bin Awf tribe. The Prophet € built the 
mosque here during his stay in the tribe's village, and it was named 
Masjid Quba after the locality. 


Location: 


Masjid Quba is situated 3.5 kilometers southwest of the Prophet's 
Mosque. It takes about 30 minutes to walk between the two mosques. 


Historically, Quba was a village on the outskirts of Madinah, but today, 


it is part of the expanded urban area. 
Religious Virtue: 


According to Sahih Bukhari and Sahih Muslim, the Prophet * regularly 
visited Masjid Quba every Saturday, walking or riding, to pray two 
rak'ahs. The reward of praying two rakat there is like an Umrah as can 
be seen in the next hadith. 


The pilgrims visiting Madinah during their journey should also strive 
to follow this Sunnah of our beloved Master, &. 


Historical Construction: 


Prophetic Era: During his migration from Makkah to Madinah, the 
Prophet € stayed at Quba for a few days. He laid the foundation of 
Masjid Quba with the help of his companions, including Abu Bakr, 
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Umar, Uthman, and Ali. The Prophet € personally participated in its 


construction, laying the first stones and guiding others to place theirs 


on the foundation. 


Caliphate of Uthman ibn Affan: Uthman (R.A.) renewed and 
expanded the mosque while maintaining its simple structure. 


Umayyad Period: During the reign of Al-Walid ibn Abdul Malik, the 
mosque was significantly expanded and beautified. Umar ibn Abdul 
Aziz, as governor of Madinah, carried out these renovations, adding 
columns, porticos, and a minaret for the first time. 


Saudi-Era Expansion: In 1405 AH (1984 CE), King Fahd bin Abdul Aziz 
laid the foundation for the latest major expansion of Masjid Quba, 
completed in 1407 AH (1987 CE). The mosque was reconstructed with 
modern materials and expanded to accommodate 20,000 worshippers.

Commentary from the translator: 


The masjid mentioned in the hadith below is also known as Masjid AI- 
ljaba (i.e. the masjid where the prayer was accepted). Another name of 
this masjid is Masjid Mubahala due to the incident of Mubahala with 
the Christian delegation. The following is a brief overview of it. 


Name: 


It is the Masjid of Banu Mu'awiyah bin Malik bin Awf from the Aws 
tribe. It is likely called the "Masjid of Ijabah" because the Prophet € 


passed by the Mosque of Banu Mu'awiyah, entered it, prayed two 


rak'ahs, and supplicated to his Lord. Praying in this masjid is 
accordingly a Sunnah. 
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Figure: Masjid Ijabah 
Location: 


The mosque is located north of Al-Baqi' on the left side of the road 
leading to Al-Areeth. It is situated amidst the remnants of the village of 
Banu Mu'awiyah, approximately 385 meters north of Al-Baqi' on the 
eastern side of King Faisal Street (Al-Sitteen Street). 


Historical Events Associated with It: 


The Mosque of Banu Mu'awiyah (ljabah) dates back to the Prophet's & 
time, as it is confirmed through various ahadith including the one 


below. However, it was not known as the "Mosque of Ijabah" until later 


centuries. The first person to refer to it by this name was likely Ibn AI- 
Najjar (d. 643 AH), who described it as the "Mosque of Ijabah," 
mentioning its standing columns, a fine mihrab, and its state of partial 
ruin. 


Al-Ansari described it as follows: "This mosque is located in the eastern 
outskirts of Medina, north of Al-Baqi', in the middle of the open space 
opposite (to the north) of Al-Samman Garden. The mosque is elevated 
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compared to its surroundings. In front of it is a well with stairs, now 


dry. The mosque is built of stone and plaster." 
Description and Condition: 


The Mosque of Banu Mu'awiyah underwent its first major restoration 
during the time of Umar Ibn Abdul Aziz (R.A.) and was built with 
carved stones ensuring its preservation and functionality. However, in 
later periods, it fell into partial ruin. Its walls were repaired again in 9 
century AH. Over time, it became surrounded by residential structures. 


Another major maintenance was conducted in 1925 CE when parts of 
the mosque collapsed. King Faisal, may Allah be pleased with him and 
show His mercy upon him, restored and expanded this masjid to 400 
square meters. Subsequently, in 1997, during the reign of King Fahd bin 
Abdulaziz R.A., the mosque was renovated and expanded into its 
current elegant, fully covered structure with a total area of 1,000 square 
meters. It includes a women's prayer area as well. The mosque remains 
standing today as a prominent landmark.

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In the above ahadith, it is stated that Medina is a sanctuary (Haram), 


and its boundaries are defined as the area between its two volcanic 
tracts (Labaat). The Labaat refer to the eastern and western lava fields. 
This is highlighted in the statement of the Bedouin (reported in another 
hadith) who came and violated his fast during Ramadan with his wife, 
saying: "By Allah, no household between its two Labaat is poorer than 
mine." 

The "Labaat" are to the east and west of Medina. As for the north and 
south boundaries, the sanctuary extends from 'Ayr (a mountain in the 
south) to Thawr (a mountain in the north). 


The Prophet & visited the Banu Haritha and said: "I see, O Banu Haritha, 
that you have left the Haram." Then he turned and said: "No, you are 
within it." This means they were within the sanctuary. They were 
located on the slope of the lava field, specifically on its western elevated 
side.

Commentary from the translator: 


The prohibition of hunting and cutting trees in the Haram of Madinah 


is established through numerous prophetic traditions and practices of 


the companions and early scholars. This chapter provides various 
pieces of evidence in this relation. 


The following key points summarize the rulings and evidence: 
Sanctity of Madinah: 


Madinah was declared a sanctuary by the Prophet Muhammad 
* similar to Makkah. This extends to the area between its two 
black tracts and about 12 miles around the city. 


Within this sacred area, killing game, cutting trees, and picking 
up lost property are prohibited. 


Exceptions to Prohibition: 


Residents of Madinah are permitted to cut trees and grass for 
necessary uses, such as feeding animals or making tools, due to 
their limited resources. (Ahmad) 


No Penalty for Violations: 
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Although killing game or cutting trees in Madinah is sinful, it 
does not carry a penalty or require compensation, unlike similar 
actions in Makkah. 


Enforcement of Prohibition: 


The Prophet & instructed that anyone found hunting or cutting 
trees in Madinah may have their belongings seized as a 
deterrent. (Muslim, Abu Dawud) 


This practice was upheld by companions like Sa'ad bin Abi 
Waqqas, who refused to return items confiscated from a 
violator, citing the Prophet's authority. 


Warnings and Curses: 


The Prophet # warned that violating the sanctity of Madinah, 
such as cutting trees unlawfully, invokes the curse of Allah, His 
angels, and humanity. (Bukhari)

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Appendix 1: Other virtues of Madinah

This appendix provides a concise summary of some additional virtues of 
Madinah Munawwarah, highlighting its esteemed status. 


It is sanctioned to travel to be in Al-Masjid An-Nabawi 


Al-Masjid An-Nabawi is one of three masajid towards which it is permitted 
to travel for the specific purpose of visiting it.

but to three mosques: the 
Sacred Mosque in Mecca, the 
Mosque of the Messenger of 
Allah, and the Furthest 
Mosque in Jerusalem."

These three mosques (Masajid) are mentioned in the hadith to highlight their 


unparalleled significance and greatness. This does not imply that traveling 
to other mosques is prohibited. While some scholars hold the view that 
traveling specifically to visit mosques other than these three is not 
permissible, many others interpret the hadith differently and permit such 
travel. The explanation is summarized below: 


1. Exclusive Virtue of the Three Mosques: 
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The hadith emphasizes the exceptional reward for prayer in these 
three mosques: Masjid al-Haram, Masjid al-Nabawi, and Masjid al- 
Aqsa. It does not suggest that travel to any other mosque is entirely 
forbidden. Scholars such as Al-Munawi, Al-Ghazali, Ibn Hajar al- 
'Asqalani, and Al-Suyuti have clarified that the hadith underscores the 
unique virtues of these mosques but does not restrict all travel for 
prayer elsewhere. 


. Fulfilling a Nadhr (Oath): 


If one makes a nadhr (vow) to pray in one of these three mosques, 
fulfilling that vow becomes obligatory due to their exceptional status. 
However, if a vow is made to pray in a mosque of lesser virtue, such 
as the Umawi Mosque in Damascus, it can be fulfilled by praying in 
any of these three mosques, given their superior virtue. This 
understanding is supported by other ahadith and indicates that a vow 
for a mosque of lesser status may be fulfilled in a mosque of higher 
virtue. 


. Travel for Knowledge or Other Purposes: 


Traveling to any mosque in the world for seeking knowledge or other 
noble purposes is not only permissible but highly commendable. There 
is significant reward for students and seekers of knowledge who travel 
to specific mosques for learning. The hadith does not restrict travel for 
such beneficial intentions. 


In summary, the hadith emphasizes the unique blessings associated with 


these three mosques while allowing for travel to other mosques for purposes 


such as prayer, learning, or other virtuous acts.

A possible misunderstanding of the above hadith could be to interpret it as 
an encouragement to abandon striving in the path of Allah and instead 
remain in Madinah, neglecting the state of the Ummah. However, Umar ibn 
Al-Khattab (RA) clarified this balance by making a profound dua: he sought 
martyrdom in the path of Allah and death in Madinah. This exemplifies that 
one should strive for the deen wherever and whenever it is required while 
still praying for the blessings of passing away in Madinah. 


When examining the practices of the companions, we find that they left 
Madinah when needed, whether to spread the message of Islam in Yemen 
or to confront the fortresses of the Byzantine and Persian empires. Their 
actions demonstrate that striving in the path of Allah holds an even greater 
reward than dying in Madinah. 


With this understanding in mind, let us explore some additional virtues of 


dying in Madinah:

The hadith, as interpreted by scholars, emphasizes the virtue of residing in 


Madinah, as living there increases the likelihood of passing away in the 
blessed city. Al-Munawi explains: 


“Whoever is able" — meaning has the means and capability — to die in Madinah, 
which entails residing there until death comes, should do so. This means staying in 
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Madinah until one passes away. It is an encouragement to remain steadfast in living 
there. "For I will intercede for those who die in Madinah" — indicating that they will 
receive a special intercession from me in addition to the general intercession, as an 
added honor for them." 


Al-Tibi elaborates: "The instruction to die in Madinah does not suggest that one 
has control over the timing or place of their death, as this is solely determined by 
Allah Almighty. Rather, it encourages steadfastness in residing in Madinah, 
ensuring one does not leave the city [because of any hardships faced there], thereby 
making residence a means to achieve the result — dying there. This phrasing is 
similar to the Qur'anic command: 'So do not die except as Muslims' [Surah AI- 
Imran 3:102], where the focus is on the cause (living as a Muslim) to achieve the 
desired outcome (dying as a Muslim)." 


Virtues of al-Baq’ee 


This blessed graveyard is located on the eastern side of the Noble Prophet's 
Mosque. It is where the Commander of the Believers, Uthman Ibn Affan, the 
Mothers of the Believers, and many members of the family of the Messenger 
of Allah #, the Companions, the Followers, the Imams, and the righteous 
ones are buried - may Allah be pleased with them all and shower His 
countless blessings on them. 


The Messenger of Allah € used to visit Al-Baqi frequently and pray to Allah 
for forgiveness for its inhabitants. It is therefore a Sunnah and we should all 
visit this graveyard often too and make dua for them following the example 
of the Messenger of Allah &.

"He & said: These are the graves of our brothers": The Prophet & 
affirmed that these graves belonged to the martyrs of Uhud, honoring 
their sacrifice and status. 


This hadith highlights the distinct honor and elevated rank of the martyrs of 
Uhud in Islam and underscores the importance of visiting graves to reflect 


on the Hereafter and pray for the deceased. 


Virtue of Valley of Aqeeq 


Among the virtues of Madinah is the presence of the blessed Valley of 


Aqeeq, which runs through its western side toward the Miqat (the station 
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for assuming Ihram). Allah Almighty sent Jibreel (Gabriel), peace be upon 
him, to command His Prophet Muhammad & to assume Ihram for Hajj from 
this valley. 


Visitors and residents should cherish this Sunnah and strive to pray there, 


connecting with its sacredness and earning immense blessings.

The resting place (Mu'arras) mentioned in the previous section in Al-Aqeeq 
is considered to be refering to the place called Dhul Hulaifah which is one of 
the Mawaqeet (a place from where Hajj and Umrah is intended). There is a 
masjid there and it is recommended for the pilgrims to do some rest there, 
offer prayer, and start the Ihram for hajj or umrah. 


The following has been explained in volume 3 of Fathul Bari? of Ibn Rajab 
about this place:

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Muhammad ibn Al-Hasan said: "In our view, it is one of the stopping places that 
the Messenger of Allah &paused at on his journey to Makkah. We have learned that 
Ibn Umar used to follow in his footsteps, and for that reason, he would stop at AI- 
Mu'arras. However, he did not regard it as obligatory or a Sunnah for others." 


He added: "If it were obligatory or a Sunnah specific to Hajj, then all the companions 
of the Messenger of Allah # would have stopped, descended, and prayed there. It 
would not have been something exclusive to Ibn Umar." 


It is to be noted that Ibn Umar R.A. did not like this Sunnah of the Prophet 
Æ to be avoided at all. Consider the report below:

From Nafi' R.A., who mentioned that Ibn Umar had gone ahead to AI- 
Mu'arras and Nafi’ lagged behind. Ibn Umar asked him, 'What delayed 
you?’ Nafi’ offered an excuse, to which Ibn Umar replied, 'I thought you had 


taken another path. Had you done so, I would have struck you harshly. 


On page 436 of Volume 3 of Fathul Bari of Imam Ibn Rajab are some 
fascinating details about Ibn Umar's reverence for the noble objects 
associated with the beloved Prophet € and his meticulous emulation of 
every action of the Prophet. Such devotion can only stem from a heart deeply 
immersed in love—a love that transcends mere understanding and 
manifests in actions. Those who lack this depth of affection may misinterpret 
these expressions of devotion as innovations, yet they are, in fact, the 
practices of the noble Companions themselves:

"[n the narration of Salih, it is mentioned that Ibn Umar would never pass by a place 
where the Prophet & had prayed without praying there himself. It is even reported 
that the Prophet # once poured water at the base of a tree, and Ibn Umar would 
subsequently pour water at the same spot. Imam Ahmad cited this as evidence, as in 
the beginning of this narration, he expressed his approval of Ibn Umar’s practice of 
touching the Prophet's &pulpit and the place where he had sat." 


May Allah SWT fill our hearts with immense love for the Messenger of Allah 
æ, allowing us to cherish and emulate his every word, action, and legacy.

Ajwa: 
One of the virtues of Madinah is that Ajwah (a type of date from Medina) is 
grown here. Both Bukhari and Muslim narrated in their Sahih collections,

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Appendix 2 - Manners and Adab of Visiting Madinah

Madinah requires the utmost respect, humility, and awareness of its sanctity. 
Adopting proper manners in Madinah is not only a reflection of one's love 
for the Prophet & but also a sign of deep faith and spiritual consciousness. 
The actions, words, and even thoughts of a visitor to Madinah should be 
infused with adab (etiquette) and decorum. This reverence is not merely a 
social custom but an essential way to honor the legacy of the Prophet € and 
ensure that the blessings of visiting this sacred city are fully realized. It is 
with this context that we have summarized in this appendix some of the 
manners of visiting Madinah, the resting place of our beloved Master &. 
Bring Taqwa with you: 

As you prepare for this sacred journey, it is only natural to carefully consider 
what to take along and what to leave behind. Yet, amidst all the planning, 
the most essential thing to carry with you is taqwa—a heart filled with 
consciousness of Allah and a deep commitment to His obedience. This 


spiritual provision outweighs all others, ensuring that your journey is truly 
transformative and blessed.

Before embarking on the blessed journey, one should make a sincere effort 
to strengthen their taqwa, as this will help them reap the greatest spiritual 
benefits from visiting the sacred sites of Makkah and Madinah. It is 
important to reflect deeply on the negative habits that need to be eliminated 
and the positive ones that should be embraced. With this in mind, one 
should then create a thoughtful and practical action plan to guide their 
transformation during this sacred journey. 


Combining visit to Madinah with Hajj and Umrah 


Although the pilgrimage of Hajj and Umrah is legally valid without visiting 
Madinah, it is a profound misfortune for anyone to set foot in the blessed 
lands of Hejaz yet return without quenching their soul in the blessings of the 
luminous city of the Prophet & and his sacred resting place. How can one 
come so close to the heart of love and not yearn to be near it? Strive, dear 
seeker, to make visiting Madinah a cherished part of your journey unless 
insurmountable circumstances prevent you. 


O beloved traveler, know that visiting the mosque of the Messenger of Allah 
& is a Sunnah cherished and upheld by the consensus of scholars across 
centuries. This sacred visit is not bound to a specific time of year — every 
moment is a precious opportunity to be enveloped in the serenity of his city, 
to draw near to his presence, and to let your heart overflow with love for the 
one who is the light of all existence. 


Send Salawat abundantly on your way to Madinah 


While heading towards Madinah, the visitor should send blessings and 
salutations upon the Prophet (peace be upon him) as much as possible and 
to beseech Allah to make him benefit from his visit and to accept his deed, 
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and he invokes: (O Allah! Open the gates of Your Mercy for me and grant 
me with the visit of Your prophet (peace be upon him) what you have 
granted Your allies and obedient worshippers, and pardon me and have 
mercy upon me. You are the best Grantor). 


How beautiful it would be that when you are drawing near him, he is 
making dua for you?

Sending prayers upon the Prophet (Allah bless him and give him peace) is a 


means for the name of the person sending them to be presented to the 
Prophet and having his name mentioned in his noble presence. It is a great 
honor, nobleness, and virtue for a Muslim's name to be mentioned in the 
presence of the Messenger of Allah ((Allah bless him and give him peace). 


Bazzar reported from ' Ammar ibn Yasir, who said: "The Messenger of Allah 
(Allah bless him and give him peace) said: Verily, Allah has entrusted an 
Angel at my grave to whom Allah has given the names of creation. No one 
sends prayers upon me until the Day of Resurrection except that he (the 
Angel) conveys to me his name and the name of his father (saying): ‘So-and- 
so, the son of so-and-so, has sent prayers upon you.” [Bazzar, Musnad al- 
Bazzar] 


Hafiz al-Mundhiri said this was reported by Abu al-Shaykh and Ibn Hibban, 
whose wording reads: "The Messenger of Allah said: 'Verily, Allah, the 
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Blessed and Exalted, has an Angel to whom He has given the names of 
creation and he is standing by my grave when I pass away. So no one sends 
prayers upon me except that he says: 'O Muhammad! So-and-so, the son of 
so-and-so, has sent prayers upon you.' Then the Lord, the Blessed and 
Exalted, will send prayers upon that man ten times for every time (he sends 
one prayer)."" [Ibn Hibban] 


This was reported by Tabarani in al-Kabir in a similar narration and with a 
second narration that reads: “The Messenger of Allah said: ‘Verily, to Allah 
belongs an Angel to whom He has granted the hearing of the servants (the 
ability to hear them); there is no one who sends prayers upon me except that 
he conveys it to me. Indeed, I asked that no servant send a prayer upon me 


save that He sends upon him ten prayers of its like." [Tabarani, al-Mu'jam 
al-Kabir] [Abdullah Sirajuddin, Sending Prayers Upon the Prophet] 


While sending blessings upon the Prophet €, reminder yourself that his 
mission is your mission. Allah SWT has raised you for his mission after he 
left this world.

Ibn Shabbah explained in Tareekh Al-Madinah, Vol. 1, page 73: 
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^ This in no way implies that we should disregard speed limits or traffic regulations designed for our safety. 
The essence of this practice lies in the heart — a profound love and longing for Madinah — rather than being 
confined to outward actions. Let our hearts race towards the blessed city while adhering to the guidelines 
that ensure our well-being. 
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"Ibn Abi Yahya narrated from Muhammad ibn Uqbah, from Salim, from Ibn Umar 
(may Allah be pleased with them), that the Prophet & prayed near the tree at al- 
Mu'arras. The place where he & prayed near the tree is in the mosque of Dhu al- 
Hulayfah, and within the area of Dhu al-Hulayfah." 


Whata profound blessing it would be to place our foreheads in sujood where 
our beloved Prophet & placed his blessed feet. May Allah SWT bestow upon 
us this unparalleled honor and allow us to follow in his footsteps with 
devotion and humility. 


Dua when reaching Madinah 


One of the beautiful etiquettes of visiting Madinah is to recite the same du'a 
that the Prophet € made upon entering this blessed city. By doing so, we 
align our hearts with his sunnah, seeking the same peace, blessings, and 
protection that he # sought for himself and for this sacred sanctuary.

It is preferable to have a bath (Ghusl) before he enters Madinah, to wear his 
cleanest clothes and to summon heartly the honour of Madinah. 


Enter with the right foot: 


When one arrives at the door of the Prophet's Mosque (peace be upon him), 
he should forward his right leg while entering and his left leg when leaving. 


Dua when entering the masjid 


When you arrive in the city of the Messenger of Allah €, perform a ritual 
purification (ghusl), clean yourself, and enter the mosque with respect and 
tranquility. Step in with your right foot and say:

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"I seek refuge with Allah, the Mighty, and His Noble Face, and His Eternal 
Authority, from the accursed devil. In the name of Allah. O Allah, send blessings 
and peace upon Your Messenger. O Allah, open for me the doors of Your mercy." 


Tahiyatul Masjid 


Be keen to pray Tahiyatul Masjid when you enter Al-Masjid An-Nabawi, for 
in it is one of the gardens of Paradise. Do not sit until you perform the 
greeting of the mosque, unless a mandatory prayer is being held, in which 
case join the prayer with the imam. 


With regards to whether you offer the 2 rakat first or you offer Salam at the 
Rawda, it is your choice as there is evidence for both. Offering Tahiyatul 
Masjid when entering the Masjid is a general Sunnah which is applicable in 
Al-Masjid An-Nabawi too. On the other hand, we also know that 
companions used to directly go to the Rawda to offer the salam upon 
entering the masjid of the Prophet &. 
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Note the hadith below in relation to going directly to Rawda for Salam as 
you enter the Masjid:

Manner of nearing his blessed grave: 


Proceed towards the blessed Rawdha without pushing people or causing 
any inconvenience to them. Do not raise your voice either in your dhikr or 
in conversation with anyone for the Messenger of Allah & is to be respected 
in the most humble manner. 


Standing in front of the grave 


When you go towards the noble grave, face the grave, and stand in front of 
the middle of the central grille with respect. Do not bow. Rather, stand as if 
you are standing before the Messenger of Allah * while he is alive, 
contemplating the majesty of this moment in your heart. You can offer Salam 
in any way you prefer. One of the ways could be as follows: 
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"Peace be upon you, O Messenger of Allah, and Allah's mercy and blessings. Peace 
be upon you, O Prophet of Allah, and the best of His creation. Peace be upon you, O 
leader of the messengers, and the Seal of the Prophets, and the leader of those who 
have white hands. I bear witness that there is no god but Allah and I bear witness 
that Muhammad is the Messenger of Allah. I bear witness that you conveyed the 
message of your Lord, gave sincere advice to your Ummah, called to the way of your 
Lord with wisdom and good advice, worshipped Allah until certainty came to you. 
May Allah reward you with the best reward for a Prophet and a Messenger for your 
Ummah." 


"O Allah, grant him the position of the intercessor and the virtue, and resurrect him 
with the praised station which You have promised him, which the first and the last 
will envy." 


"O Allah, send blessings upon Muhammad and upon the family of Muhammad, as 
You sent blessings upon Ibrahim and upon the family of Ibrahim, surely You are 
Praiseworthy, Glorious. O Allah, bless Muhammad and the family of Muhammad, 
as You blessed Ibrahim and the family of Ibrahim, surely You are Praiseworthy, 
Glorious. O Allah, gather us in his group, take us in his way, let us drink from his 
basin, and grant us a drink from his cup, so that we will never thirst again." 
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Weeping at the grave of the Prophet € 


Shedding tears when coming to the grave of a beloved is the Sunnah of the 
Prophet €. The Prophet & himself visited the grave of his mother, and it is 
narrated:

We should love our beloved Prophet € more than our mother, father, and 
everyone else. Unless we do that, our faith will not be complete. It is very 
much part and parcel of this faith to love him profusely and to be 
emotionally attached to him. When visiting his grave, it is very natural for 
lovers to shed tears out of awe and love for him. 


When he mentioned the hadith of the tree that wept upon separation from 
the Prophet €, Imam Hasan Al-Basri said:

Al-Hasan said: "Glory be to Allah! This is a tree trunk yearning for the Messenger 
of Allah & so how about us, who are humans?" 


As per the saheeh narrations and evidences above, one should aim to fill their 
heart with love to such a degree that when the Prophet # is mentioned, their 
eyes are unable to hold back tears. When reaching his blessed grave, one's 
heart should melt in love and flow through their eyes. 


The following is a report of the incident when Bilal (R.A.) returned to 
Madinah after a long time to visit the grave of the Prophet &, as narrated by 
Imam Ibn Asakir. While some scholars, including Imam Ibn Hajar and Imam 
Suyuti, have expressed doubts about its authenticity, others, such as Imam 
Taqi-ud-Din Subki (in Shifa’ al-Siqam, pg. 139-140), ‘Allamah Dhahabi (in 
Tarikh al-Islam), and Imam Ibn al-Athir al-Jazari (in his biography of the 
Sahabah, Usd al-Ghabah, vol. 1, pg. 417), have supported and endorsed it. 
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Wallahu A'lam. 

We present it here to kindle our hearts with love for the Prophet &. 
Bilal R.A. saw the Prophet € in his dream, who said to him: 
Jbl olli JY kisilah 

"What is this estrangement, O Bilal? 


Has the time not come for you to visit me, O Bilal?' 


He woke up sorrowful, distressed, and fearful. He mounted his camel and 
headed for Medina. Upon arriving at the Prophet's € grave, he wept and 
rubbed his face against it. Al-Hasan and Al-Husayn came to him, and he 
embraced and kissed them. They said to him, 'O Bilal, we long to hear the 
Adhan you used to call for the Messenger of Allah # at dawn.' So he climbed 
to the mosque's rooftop, stood at his usual spot, and called the Adhan. When 
he said, 'Allahu Akbar, Medina erupted with emotion. When he said, 'I bear 
witness that there is no god but Allah,' the emotion increased. When he said, 
| bear witness that Muhammad is the Messenger of Allah, the young 
women came out from their rooms, exclaiming, 'Has the Messenger of Allah 
Æ been resurrected?' No day was seen with more weeping men and women 
after the Prophet's € passing than on that day." 


May Allah grant us hearts that tremble with love and longing, and eyes that 
overflow with tears of devotion whenever the blessed name of our beloved 
Master € is mentioned. May our love for him be so profound that every 
thought of him softens our souls, ignites our faith, and brings us closer to his 
luminous example. 


Salam to Siddiqu and Umar 


After the Salam at Rawda, move to the right by the length of an arm so that 
you are opposite the head of Abu Bakr Al-Siddiq (may Allah be pleased with 
him) and say: 
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"Peace be upon you, O Abu Bakr Al-Siddiq, and the mercy and blessings 
of Allah. Peace be upon you, O successor of the Messenger of Allah, and 
the mercy and blessings of Allah. May Allah reward you generously for 


your companionship with His Prophet and for your service to Islam." 


Then move to the right by the length of an arm so that you are opposite the 


head of Umar Al-Faruq (may Allah be pleased with him) and recite the same 


supplication you said before Abu Bakr (may Allah be pleased with him). 


Do not rise voices 


When in Madinah, whether weeping in reverence or simply being present in 


this sacred city, ensure that your voice remains gentle and subdued. Raising 


your voice unnecessarily is something that Allah SWT has strongly 


admonished against, particularly in the proximity of His Beloved Prophet's 


&, Let your demeanor reflect the utmost respect and humility, embodying 


the reverence this blessed city demands.

Do not harm the people of Madinah or hurt them 


The people of Madinah hold a unique and honored status in Islam due to 
their association with the Prophet Muhammad (peace and blessings be upon 
him) and the sacred city itself. Numerous authentic ahadith highlight the 
severe punishment awaiting those who harm or hurt the people of Madinah, 
underscoring the gravity of such actions. As believers, it is our duty to 
embody kindness, compassion, and respect toward them. One must exercise 
great care not to harm them in any way, whether physically or 
psychologically, as doing so incurs the wrath of Allah and His Messenger. 


Visit Baq'ee often and make dua for those buried there:

These names not only 
reveal the city's numerous virtues but also reflect how it has been honored 
by Allah (SWT), His Messenger €, the blessed companions, and scholars 
throughout history. Exploring these beautiful and meaningful names allows 
us to develop a deeper love and reverence for this sacred city. As you read 
through the explanations of these names, you will notice that many are 
derived from the ahadith discussed earlier in the book, providing a cohesive 
connection between the city's names and its virtues. 


Main sources on the names of Medina 


The names of Medina have garnered the attention of historians, scholars of 
Islamic jurisprudence, Arabic linguists, as well as writers and poets. 
References to its names have appeared in the Holy Qur'an, the noble 
Prophetic traditions, the scriptures of the People of the Book, and in 
numerous examples of literary works, both prose and poetry. They have also 
been extensively documented in a large number of dictionaries and 
linguistic lexicons. Furthermore, most authors who have written about the 
virtues and history of Medina have addressed its names. 


This study delves into the names of Medina and what has been mentioned 
about them. 


Some of the names of Medina are mentioned in the Qur'an in multiple ayaat, 
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which will be highlighted in the context of discussing Medina's names. Most 


works on Qur'anic exegesis and the sciences of Hadith have explained and 


analyzed the names of Medina mentioned in the noble ayaat and Prophetic 


traditions. References can be found in works such as: 


Tafsir Ibn Abbas, 

Tafsir Ibn Mas'ud, 

Jami' al-Bayan by al-Tabari, 

al-Kashshaf by al-Zamakhshari, and the canonical Hadith collections 
such as 

Sahih al-Bukhari, 

Sahih Muslim, 

Fath al-Bari by al-Asqalani, 

Musnad Ahmad ibn Hanbal, 

al-Musnad al-Sahih by Ibn al-Samak, 

Ma'rifat al-Sunan wal-Athar by al-Bayhaqi, 

al-Musannaf fi al-Ahadith wal-Athar by Ibn Abi Shaybah, 
Mashariq al-Anwar by Qadi Iyad, 

al-Jawaher al-Hisan fi Tafsir al-Qur'an by al-Tha'alibi, 

and other sources of Qur’anic exegesis and Hadith sciences. 


The major lexicons and dictionaries have also not overlooked the mention of 


Medina's names. This includes works such as: 


Taj al-Arus by al-Zabidi, 

al-Qamus al-Muhit by al-Firuzabadi, 
Mu'jam al-Buldan by Yaqut al-Hamawi, 
Mu'jam al-Tabarani, 

Mu'jam ma ista'jam by al-Bakri,

al-Munjid fi al-Lugha by Kara’ (¢\Ls). 


They analyze their meanings both linguistically and terminologically and 


trace the linguistic implications of the names of Madinah. 
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Additionally, some of Medina's names are mentioned in the Torah, as Ibn 
Zubala transmitted: "Abdul Aziz bin Muhammad al-Dawardi (d. 187 
AH/803 CE) said, ‘I have learned that Medina has forty names in the 
Torah.” (1) 


Historical books that have addressed Medina also mention its names, 
including:

- Tahqiq al-Nusra fi Talkhis Ma'alim Dar al-Hijra by al-Maraghi, 
- Bahjat al-Nufus by al-Marjani, 

- andother foundational historical works. 


Al-Majd al-Firuzabadi (d. 817 AH/1414 CE) dedicated an extensive chapter 
in his book al-Maghanim al-Mutaba fi Ma‘alim Taba, where he mentioned the 
names of Medina, their meanings, and the etymology of their terms from 
their sources and structures, supported by examples from poetry and 
exceptional historical accounts (2). He arranged sixty-two of its names 
alphabetically, explaining each name with an analysis of its linguistic and 
terminological meanings, supplementing them with Qur'anic references, 
Prophetic traditions, and poetic citations to achieve a complete 
understanding of their significance and purpose. 


Similarly, al-Samhudi (d. 911 AH/1505 CE) devoted a detailed chapter to the 
names of the noble city (al-Madina al-Munawwara) in his book Wafa’ al-Wafa 
bi-Akhbar Dar al-Mustafa, stating: "The abundance of names indicates the 
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nobility of the named, and I have not found a place with more names than 
this noble city. I have compiled them to the best of my ability, surpassing my 
teacher al-Majd al-Shirazi, the linguist— who was the foremost authority in 
this field — by adding around thirty more names.” (3) 


Al-Samhudi listed ninety-four names for Medina, arranging them 
alphabetically. He provided explanations for each name, supported by 
evidence from the Qur'an, the Prophetic traditions, literary citations, and 
heritage texts. The contributions of Al-Majd al-Firuzabadi and Al-Samhudi 
in this field are among the most prominent and exemplary works on the 
subject. 


Abdul Ghani al-Nabulsi (d. 1143 AH/1731 CE), in his book Al-Haqiqa wal- 
Majaz fi Rihlat Bilad al-Sham wa-Misr wa-al-Hijaz, added several names that 
were not mentioned by Al-Firuzabadi or Al-Samhudi. He concluded that 
Medina has a total of one hundred names, for which he composed a poem 
of thirty-six ayaat, beginning with: 

For the City of the Chosen One, exhaustively, | A hundred titles and names.

As they stirred up dust, some companions 
covered their noses, but the Prophet (peace be upon him) uncovered his face 
and said:

e i, U (Taba): 


The city is referred to by four synonymous names: Taba (with a light "b"), 
Ta'ib (like "Ka’tib"), Tayba (like "Ghayba"), and Tayyiba (like "Tayya'a"). It is 
also called Al-Mutayyaba (the Purified). The reasons for these names include 
the purity of its soil, its cleansing nature, or its pleasant air. The Prophet 
(peace be upon him) said: 


"Indeed, Allah has named the city Taba." (53) 


The Prophet changed its name from Yathrib to Taba. 


e LL% (Tibaba): 


Mentioned by Yaqut al-Hamawi in Mu'jam al-Buldan (54), the name's exact 
pronunciation is debated. If pronounced with a kasra (Tibaba), it refers to a 
rectangular piece of land. If pronounced with a fatha (Tababa), it derives 
from the root Zhabba (és) or Zhabbaba (xs), meaning "to cause fever," as 


Medina was once known to cause fever to those who entered it, as noted by 
Al-Firuzabadi (55).

e i oJ! (Al-Aasimah / The Protector):

Fadhail Madinah 


Derived from the word Ismah (protection), the name indicates that it 
protected the emigrants (Muhajirun) from the harm of the polytheists. Al- 
Samhudi suggested that the name might also signify "protected" due to the 
city's historical protection by the armies of Moses and David (peace be upon 
them) against oppressors. Furthermore, the Prophet (peace be upon him) 
safeguarded it by making it a sanctuary where neither the Dajjal nor plague 
can enter (56). Fortresses and strongholds, where people find refuge from 
enemies, were also referred to as Asimah (57). 


e s| ded! (Al-Adhra / The Virgin): 


It is called Al-Adhra because it was never conquered by a hostile enemy, 
instead, it was honored by being peacefully received by the Prophet 
Muhammad (peace and blessings be upon him). 


This name is also among those mentioned in the Torah, which includes Al- 
Madina, Tayba, Taba, Al-Miskinah, Jabirah, Al-Majburah, Al-Marhumah, AI- 
Adhra, Al-Muhibbah, Al-Mahbubah, and Al-Qasimah (58). 


e 655! (Al-‘Arra’ / The Bare One): 


The name refers to a young virgin girl or a camel with a flat or 
underdeveloped hump, akin to the breasts of a virgin. Medina was called Al- 
‘Arra’ as a synonym for Al-'Adhra' (The Virgin) and as a description of its 
modest and low-profile buildings (59).

A geographic description referring to a route along the side of a mountain. 
The region of Yamama and its surroundings, down to the coastline, is 
referred to as Al-‘Arud. Medina was called Al-‘Arud due to its location in a 
similar terrain (60). 


e 5133)! (Al-Gharra’ / The Radiant): 


The name has multiple origins: it could refer to a fragrant plant, the intense 
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heat of the region (described as a radiant afternoon), or a noble lady among 
her people. Medina was named Al-Gharra' due to the prominence of its 
landmarks, the clarity of its virtues, the brilliance of its light, the whiteness 
of its radiance, the pleasantness of its fragrance, the abundance of its date 
palms, its dominance over other villages, the generosity of its people, and its 
elevated status (61). 


e ie (Ghalabah / The Conqueror): 


Also known as Ghulubbah, Madinah was named with this title during the 
pre-Islamic era due to its dominance and control over other regions. In 'Al- 
Maghanim Al-Mutaba,' Al-Zubair ibn Bakkar mentions: 'Yathrib was called 
"Ghalabah" in the pre-Islamic period. The Jews settled among the 
Amalekites and prevailed over them. Later, the Aws and Khazraj settled 
among the Jews and dominated them. Finally, the Muhajirun (emigrants) 
settled among the Aws and Khazraj and prevailed over them.' (62)" 


e iiie (Ghulubbah): 
Details are provided under Ghalabah. 
e ix.» UJ! (Al-Fadihah / The Exposer): 


Madinah is called Al-Fadihah because it reveals and distinguishes impurities, 
exposing hidden corruption or evil intentions. No one with a corrupt creed 
or hidden malice could remain there without being exposed (63). 


e i, UJ! (Al-Qasimah / The Breaker): 


This name is mentioned in the Torah and signifies Medina's ability to break 
the power of every tyrant or anyone intending harm to it (64). 


e wy! 43 (Qubbat al-Islam / The Dome of Islam): 


Named so based on the Prophetic tradition:

" Medina is the dome of Islam, the home of faith, and the land of migration." (65)

One of Medina’s names that is not widely mentioned in most sources. 
However, Al-Tabari, in his commentary on the Qur'anic ayah: 


"And Allah presents an example: a city [that was] safe and secure, its provision 
coming to it in abundance from every location; but it denied the favors of Allah. So 
Allah made it taste the envelopment of hunger and fear for what they had been 
doing." (66) 


interpreted Al-Qaryah as referring to Mecca. He also noted that others 
believed it refers to the City of the Prophet (Medina). Ibn al-Jawzi, in Zad al- 
Masir fi 'Ilm al-Tafsir, and Al-Mawardi, in al-Nukat wal-‘Uyun, cited the view 
that Hafsa and Aisha believed this ayah referred to Medina. Supporting this, 
some hadiths state:

The poem indicates that the term Al-Makkatayn refers 
to Medina due to the context of the story (95).

Named for its high status and esteemed position with Allah (96).

Named for the Prophet's statement:

Named for fulfilling the rights of its visitors and treating them generously. 
Allah also described its inhabitants (the Companions) as:

(98) 
e i» UJ! (Al-Najiyah / The Safe One): 


Called Al-Najiyah for its protection from the Dajjal and plagues, or for 
leading in goodness before other villages, or for the prominence of its 
buildings compared to others (99). 


e : YS (Nabla' / The Distinguished): 


Mentioned by Al-Samhudi, with its root in Nubl (virtue and excellence), with 
a preferred pronunciation of Nabla' (100). 


e J! (Al-Najr): 
Details are provided under Al-Nahr. 
e J! (Al-Nahr / The Scorching): 


Mentioned by Al-Firuzabadi with a jeem as Al-Najr, denoting Medina and 
Mecca due to their intense heat. He chose Najr rather than Najir to emphasize 
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the extreme heat. Al-Samhudi mentioned it with a ha’ as Nahr, interpreting 
the name either for the intense heat or its origin as the cradle of Islam (102). 


e sl ie)! (Al-Hadhra’): 


The origin of this name is debated. Al-Firuzabadi suggested that the "ha" 
might be a scribal error, tracing it back to Al-'Adhra' (The Virgin). Al- 
Samhudi also doubted its authenticity. However, for those who retained it, 
interpretations include: 


With a zhal: for its intense heat and abundant water. 


With a dal: for its abundant vegetation (104). 


e c» X, (Yathrib): 


The name Yathrib also appears as Athrib (with an open hamza, a sukoon on 
the tha, a kasra on the ra, and a ba). Both forms, Athrib and Yathrib, are 
correct, much like Al-Malamm and Yalamlam. The demonym derived from 
these names can be Yathribi, Athribi, or Athrabi. 


The reasons behind the name are debated. Some attribute it to Yathrib ibn 
Qaniya ibn Muhabil (Mahlail) ibn Adam ibn Ubil ibn Aws ibn Iram ibn Sam 
ibn Noah (peace be upon him), who was the first to settle in the area of what 
is now Medina or part of it. 


Al-Firuzabadi, after examining various opinions on the location of Yathrib, 
concluded that it refers to Medina, citing the agreed-upon authentic hadith: 
"I was commanded to migrate to a village that consumes other villages; they 
call it Yathrib, but it is Medina." (105) 


Al-Samhudi reviewed the views of Abu Ubaidah Ma'mar ibn al-Muthanna, 
Ibn Abbas, Al-Zamakhshari, and Muhammad ibn al-Hasan ibn Zubala, who 
identified its location between the edge of Qanat and the edge of Al-Jurf, also 
known as Al-Burni and Zubala. 


He added details from Jamal al-Tari, stating that Yathrib contained many 
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date palms owned by the people of Medina, as well as endowments for the 
poor and others. It was situated west of the tomb of Sayyiduna Hamza and 
east of the area known as Al-Birka, the outlet of Ayn al-Azraq. This area was 
frequented by the Syrian pilgrims on their way to and from the Hajj and was 
called Ayn Hamza by the pilgrims. It was also home to the Banu Haritha of 
the Aws tribe. 


The Qur'anic ayah revealed on the Day of the Trench (Battle of the 
Confederates) refers to this area (33:13): 
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"And ‘remember’ when a group of them said, “O people of Yathrib!1 There is no 
point in you staying ‘here’, so retreat!" Another group of them asked the Prophet's 
permission ‘to leave’, saying, "Our homes are vulnerable,” while ‘in fact" they were 
not vulnerable. They only wished to flee.” (106). 


Al-Samhudi, based on various evidences, suggested that Allah named it so 
(Yathrib) before it was inhabited or settled. This could either mean the entire 
area was named after it or it is an instance of naming the whole based on a 
part of it (107). There are differing opinions regarding the dislike of calling 
the city Yathrib. Al-Samhudi explained the reasons as follows: “Either 
because the name is derived from tharb, which means corruption, or because 
of the association with tathrib, which means blame or reproach, or because it 
was named after a disbeliever, Yathrib ibn Qaniya” (108). 


e 53 (Yandad): 


The reasons for this name are disputed. Some attribute it to nadda al-ba'ir (the 
camel fled or ran away); others to al-nadd, meaning the fragrant aloeswood; 
or al-nadd as in elevated ground; or al-nad, meaning provision or sustenance 
(109). Some sources write it with a ta as Tandad or with a raat the end as 
Tandar. Al-Firuzabadi, in Al-Qamus al-Muhit, under the root Nadara (yandiru
